JAPAN, 
LATEST ADVICES VIA SAN FRANCISCO. 

By the Pacific Mail steamer Great Republic, which arrived at 
San Francisco on the 19th ult., advices were received from Yoko- 
hama to the 29th August, or twenty days later than those brought 
by the P. and 0. mail delivered to-day. She brought 915 pas- 
sengers, 875 of whom were Chinese, and 1,200 tons of merchandise. 
The following is a summary of her news as published in the 
American papers, but its correctness is not reliable :— 


The uncle of the present Mikado has been appointed Mikado by 
the Northern Princes. 

A great panic has broken out among the Southern Princes. The 
Mikado has been requested to resign, and will probably comply 
with the request. 

Sendai has captured and burned the strong fortress of Sirakawa. 
Tosa has left the Southern coalition. 

The Prince of Mito, the father of the ex-Shiogoon, is dead, and 
the younger son, now in Paris, succeeds to the title. 

The ex-Shiogoon had gone into the territory of Prince Aidsin, 

The publication of all news ei had been prohibited in Yedo. 

Yokohama is again guarded by foreigners, and an attack is 
daily expected. 

Don Jose Garcia de Queredo, the Envoy Extraordinary from 
Spain, has arrived here to ratify the treaty of that country with 
Japan. 

H. Grinnell, late Acting Lieutenant United States Navy, has 
been appointed overseer of the Japanese Navy under the Southern 
Government. 

The Consuls of the Treaty Powers have been officially notified 
that the transportation of rice from Hiogo to the open ports is 
prohibited, as contrary to the stipulations of the treaties of 1866. 

The new Mikado had entered upon the duties of his office and 
issued his proclamation. He is the uncle of the present Mikado, 
and resides in Hugerostu, near Shonai, in Senda. 

Numerous engagements had taken place between the Northern 
and Southern troops, in which the Mortharner were completely 
victorious. ‘The Kangmus were reinforcing Yedo to the utmost, 
and it was believed that that city would be the main theatre of 
strife. 

Outrages on foreigners were of almost daily occurrence. Great 
trouble and ill feeling followed the attempt to force new paper 
money onthe Japanese. Many merchants refused to take it. e 
telligence was received from Kobe to the effect that a resident 
merchant had been decapitated for refusing it. 

Another imperial decree against the Christians had been issued 
and circulated throughout the empire. 

The labour market at Yokohama and other ports opened with 
a demand largely above the supply. Efforts were being made by 
the local press and the authorities to check the immigration. 

The steamer Japan had arrived at Yokohama from San Fran- 
cisco, making the passage in twenty-two days. Minister J. Ross 
Browne and party were on board, all well. They left for Shanghai, 
August 28. 

The Great Republic grounded in Yokohama harbour, which de- 
tained her three days. 

The flags at several of the legations, consulates and men-of-war 
in the harbour were at half-mast, and the flagship Piscatagua 
fired minute guns in memory of ex-President Buchanan, Aug, 27. 

The tidal wave occurred in the harbour of Yokohama, Aug, 15, 
the day after the earthquake in South America.

Yokonama, Avavst 29.—'There is no demand for American 
Drills.

YOKOHAMA. 

As noticed above, the Japan news by to-day’s mail isSof earlier 
date than that received by the Pacific route; but it is, as usual, 
more reliable and more complete in its’details, Advices from 
Yokohama are to the 9th August ; no later European mails had 
arrived out, but the San Francisco steamer had brought tele- 
graphic advices from London to the 2nd July. The following 
summary of news is from the Japan Times :-— 

We are still without any political news of mn eiyreae but the 
quiet which still reigns at Yedo and in the South is favourable to 
the new government, which every day’s undisturbed possession of 
the open ports serves to strengthen in prestige. Nee-e-gata is still 
held for Aidzu, but we hear of a naval force being on the point of 
starting to assist the Mikado’s troops in that neighbourhood to 
take possession of the place. We are hourly’ expecting more 
positive news. Neither from Osaka nor Nagasaki have we any- 
thing of importance to record. 

The Mikado’s Government here is endeavouring to organise its 
various departments, but it labours under immense difficulties, 
the chief of which is naturally the want of servants who possess 
the requisite knowledge of foreigners, of our languages, our habits, 
and our wants. It is compelled to employ either the servants of 
the late Government or men entirely new to the work, and pecu- 
lation, error, and discomfort are the natural results of their 
necessity. In a somewhat elaborate essay upon the sub- 

ject we have endeavoured to set forth the complaints justly 
made by foreign merchants, and recommend, as the speediest and 
best means of cure, the adoption of the system of foreign super- 
vision of customs which has been so successful in China. As 
readers of this journal will recoilect, this scheme of reform has 
been repeatedly advocated by us, and we have great satisfaction 
now in the belief that it will presently be at least taken into 
serious consideration in other quarters, 

The most important commercial event of the fortnight, a reform 
really of great moment to foreign merchants, is announced in the 
following official notification, promulgated by the native Govern- 
ment on the 27th ultimo :—“ Arrangements having been made 
for the exchange of boos against dollars at the rate of two hun- 
dred and ninety-three (293) per hundred, exchange will be given 
to all foreigners on the morning of the ninth day inclusive from 
the day on which dollars are deposited at the Saibansho. This 
arrangement will come into operation on the 27th instant, July, 
1668.” 

This announcement was received by many with incredulity and 
distrust, but the manager of the Oriental Bank, having satisfied 
himself that the native Government was acting in good faith, 
came to its assistance, and advertised that the bank was ready, 
under certain necessary conditions, to discount the Mint’s engage- 
ments. Boos have fallen, in consequence, to a point nearly ap- 
proaching the Government rate of exchange, and there is no doubt 
that the great good to the native Treasury will shortly result of 
confidence in its promises to pay ; to foreign trade, that the dis- 
turbing element hitherto present in our calculations of prices will 
be soon eliminated by the establishment of native coin as the only 
currency ; and the relegation of the Mexican dollar to its proper 
and natural position here—that of bullion. 

Since we last wrote, the Chamber of Commerce has issued its 
report for the half-year ending June 30th. An allusion will be 
remarked therein to a fraud discovered in Italy, according to our 
latest advices, in the_silk-worm egg trade. Certain blank cards 
appear to have been shipped hence by some dishonest persons, 
marked and stamped with the usual Japanese characters and 
Custom-house certificates, to be covered with Italian seed and sold 
as produce of Japan. Such an abominable fraud, if successful, 
would of course imperil the whole of this increasingly valuable 
trade, and considerable sensation has been created here by the 
news of the attempt. The Chamber of Commerce has promptly 
taken up the matter, appointing a special committee to co-operate 
with his Excellency, the Italian Minister, in endeavouring to dis- 
cover the authors of the fraud, and we have little doubt of their 
success. ‘The eagerness with which the native silkmen have 
applied for copies of a circular just issued by the Chamber, also 
alluded to in our review—in which are set forth the faults found 
with Japan silk by European throwsters, encourages us to anti- 
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cipate that they, too, will gladly help to bring to justice.the per- 
petrators of this silk-egg fraud. 

Major-General Brinker and staff arrived from Hong Kong by 
the Colorado, and during the fortnight the 10th Regiment has 
been undergoing its annual inspection. The regiment was re- 
viewed on the vacant land between the native and foreign con- 
cession on the 31st ult., and deservedly complimented by the geno- 
ral on its efficiency in drill. For the first time in Yokohama the 
wonderful power of the Snider rifle was exhibited, and the Japanese 
seemed particularly struck with the spectacle. The Belliqueuse,a 
fine French corvette, demi-plated, and armed with a projecting 
stem, has arrived with Admiral Penhoat on board. She is making 
a tour round the world, hailing last from Callao, and will return 
to France via the Cape of Good Hope. 

We must mention a circumstarce illustrative of what we have 
written above respecting the difficulties under which the new 
Government labours in its intercourse with foreigners, aithough 
the joke is against ourselves. Just before last mail, four out of 
six of our Japanese pressmen bolted, and put us to great incon- 
venience. The two who remained were rewarded and were anxious 
to continue their service ; but afew days afterwards one of these 
disappeared for a day, and on inquiry being made, it appeared 
that the four deserters had set upon and beaten him severely. 
The wounded man was accordingly sent to the native police-office 
with a despatch, couched—as we knew that the new Government 
was deficient in interpreters—in the simplest possible language, such 
as one would use in writing to a child of eight years old, and in words 
of two syllables. In this protection was requested for the faithful 
servant, and a suggestion was made that a few days’ imprisonment 
would do no great harm to his assailants. No reply having 
reached us, personal application was made for an answer, when 
we were gravely informed that our request had been complied 
with, the man who presented our letter had been locked up and 
properly punished, and “ what did we want done with him now ?” 
As no provision appears to be made in the Japanese code for 
remedy against false imprisonment, we have had to compensate 
the man ourselves, go that, on the whole, we took very little by 
our motion, and the “outraged majesty of the law” remains un- 
vindicated. 

The Japan Gazette says :— 

Translations from native newspapers (of which nearly half a 
score have sprung up in Yedo within the past few months) show 
the motives of Choshiu’s withdrawal—the rejection of his “ three 
points” by the Mikado. One of these shows the hopes that still 
smoulder in the breasts of the Southern clans—that a time will 
yet come when foreigners shall be expelled. The “ remonstrance ” 
of Choshiu's Rifle Brigade does not urge that this shall be at- 
tempted now, but objects to the admission of foreigners to the 
sacred presence of the Mikado, on the ground that, if admitted, 
when the time comes for their repulsion no one will employ his 
energies for this purpose. This shows us the danger we are in if 
we reduce our forces in these islands. 

We are led to believe that the bellicose Daimio, Tosa, has with- 
drawn, or is about to do so, from the confederation. With regard 
to this powerful chief, it is remarkable that almost every attack or 
threatened attack on foreigners since the middle of last year, save 
the outrage by Bizen’s clansmen at Kobe and the assault on Sir 
Harry Parkes and suite at Kioto, have been by his retainers. , 

Under these circumstances it would be no very hazardous pre- 
diction that the opposite party, being united, and enrolling in its 
numbers most of the great Daimios of the North, would speedily 
recover the government for the Tokugawa family. There is, how- 
ever, & very powerful reason for their hesitation. They say that 
if they put down the Satsuma party by force, unless they utterly 
crush them the latter will commit assaults on foreigners, and make 
every effort to embroil the Government. 





NAGASAKI. 
The following summary of Nagasaki news is from the Vagasaki 
TT: °, 


mes :— 

Ou the 22nd July at about 2 o’clock a.m.a fire broke out in the 
native city, but fortunately little damage was done, owing to the 
light wind at the time. elearn that the fire originated in ashop 
where toilet articles were sold, situated in Shta matz. ‘I'he sur- 
rounding houses, being built of wood, quickly became a prey to 
the flames, and the fire rapidly spread in all directions, and had it 
not been for the numerous fire-proof godowns a large area must 
inevitably have been consumed. ‘The fire was checked to leeward 
only by the high walls of the temple Saka no ‘'euman goo and 
the building known as Goto. The native pumps were of no more 
use in extinguishing the flames than so many syringes. The scene 
while the conflagration was going on was novel and exciting. The 
Japanese officers had donned for the occasion all kinds of absurd 
uniforms, and we were forcibly reminded, by the quaintness 
of the costumes and the glare of the bonfire, of our 
boyish games on Guy Fawkes’ night. The inhabitants in 
the immediate vicinity were removing their “sticks and dry 
goods” with all possible speed, and with as much noise 
as they could shout. Mats seemed the most cherished objects ; 
but this is not to be wondered at,if we take into consideration 
the absence of furniture in a Japanese house. No great amount 
of clothes appeared to be saved, possibly from the fact that a 
great many pairs of Japanese pauts can be packed in a 
wardrobe. The view from the wall of the temple before-men-~ 
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tioned was grand. The glare of the burning houses and trees 
was quite brilliant, and outshone the lanterns, which were being 
moved about in all directions. Towards daylight the fire had 
burnt itself out, and was only smouldering when we left the scene 
at half-past four. We are informed that twenty-two houses in all 
were burnt. 

The P.M.S.S. Co.’s steamer Costa Rica arrived from Shanghai 
on the 20th July, and reported having met with a typhoon soon 
after leaving that port, and to have had a rough passage across, 
occupying five days in the run. She attempted to tow across two 
large lighters belonging to the company, for the use of their 
steamers here and at Yokohama, but from stress of weather had 
to part with them, after remaining a whole night hove-to ready to 
pick them up. 

The Nangato left on Wednesday, the 22nd, to endeavour to 
pick up the two lighters. We fear it will prove  wildgoose chase. 
She has been chartered by the agents of the P.M.S.S. Company at 
140 dols. per day, with coals found.

SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port are to the 15th August. The French mail 
of June 18th arrived on the lst August, per Dupleix, and the 
English mail of June 19th on the 3rd August, with telegrams to 
7th July. Later telegrams to 2ist July had been received via 
Kiachta. The homeward P, and O. and Pacific steamers left on 
the same day. S 

The North China Herald gives the following items of news :— 

Another shower of despatches has fallen upon the settlement, 
from the Chamber of Commerce, from the Inspector-General of 
Customs, and from the United States Consul-General. The former, 
evidently after mature consideration, have remonstrated strongly 
against the tone of Sir R. Alcock’s last despatch about “Security 
Chops,” and have requested that the correspondence be referred 
to the Foreign-office. The Inspector-General of Customs has in- 
vited the Chamber of Commerce to communicate direct with 
him, instead of through the Foreign Ministers and Consuls, on 
any difficulties or changes that may suggost themselves. We 
have no doubt the plan will be efficacious ; but the invitation is 
remarkable as another step towards that independent power which 
Mr. Hart is supposed to aim at. The U.S. Consul General ad- 
dresses his colleagues on the interesting question of jurisdiction 
over persons on board foreign ships in Chinese waters. The ques- 
tion 1s complicated by the exterritoriality rule. 

The new Regulations for the Mixed Court have at length come 
into force—so far, at any rate, as the appointment of a special 
magistrate is concerned. Chun, who has long been well and 
favourably known in connection with that Court, took his seat as 
Tung-ehe for the first time on the 10th instant. 

Our readers will not have forgotten the voyage of the General 
Sherman to Corea, and the reputed destruction of that vessel and 
all on board, by the outraged inhabitants. Information has been 
now received which will go far to remove this impression, as tend- 
ing to show that two at least of the ill-fated crew still sur- 
vive. <A few evenings ago a letter written in Chinese was thrown 
intoJthe compound of Messrs. Ferguson and Co., and on its being 
opened appeared to be a letter from the Corea, saying that 
two Europeans—one of them Mr. Thomas and the other a pilot— 
were alive and well, and that they were very well treated. The 
letter was taken to the English Consul, and he, finding there was 
a Corean junk in harbour, ordered the master to be brought be- 
fore him, when the latter confessed he had brought the letter from 
the Corea and thrown it into Messrs. Ferguson’s compound. It is 
dal et that the letter was written with the cognisance of the 
gaoler, in orderjto reassure Mr. Thomas's friends ; but the letter, 
if ate genuine, deprecates interference as likely to ensure his 
death. 

A quantity of land has been sold by auction. They were 
mostly cheap lots, the only remarkable feature being the rise in 
value of land jn the Bubbling Well Road, which is being lined 
with villa residences. 

The treaty Consuls have issued a notification, at the request 
of the Taoutai, warning their countrymen that they cannot 
forward the views of any persons who may think of gold- 
digging in Shantung; but that, on the contrary, they will 
be ready to support the Chinese authorities by carrying out treaty 
provisions. As no one expected that the prospective gold diggers 
would receive official aid in penetrating Shantung, no one, 
probably, will be disappointed by the carefully worded notifica- 
tion to which we refer. 

The S. 8. N. and U. 8. 8.Co. have not been long left in undis- 
turbed enjoyment of their monopoly on the Yang-tsze. Competi- 
tion has been inaugurated by the Hong-que, running under 
Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s auspices, and the two first-named com- 
panies have lowered their rate of freight to tls. 3, by way of en- 
eouragement. 

A pathetic appeal has been lately addressed by the Taoutai to 
allrobbers and burglars to amend their ways, and save their own 
heads and hearts of their families. The idea will arise on reading 
. it that it would be desirable that a little of the severity which his 
Excellency speaks of should be introduced into the Mixed Courts. 

We hear a good deal of discussion as to the merits of the new 
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light at the entrance of the Yangtze. Some of the pilots, we 
learn, declare they can only see it atseven miles distance. Other 
authorities declare they have scen it twelve miles off, and consider 
it invaluable in thick foggy weather, asthe red flash pierces better 
and is more remarkable than the old light. Steps are, we learn, 
to be at once taken to erect a lighthouse on Gutzlaff. 

We learn’ that Sir Rutherford Alcock intends to remain at 
Peking till October next year. 

M. Giquel’s Foochow arsenal has been described rather sarcas- 
tically by a recent visitor, as simply a school of instruction of the 
most feeble character. A number of buildings and some machine 
have been erected ; but no practical result has been yet attained, 
beyond the construction of a quarter section of a gunboat. 

We continue to receive letters from Chefoo about the gold dis- 
covery near that port. Several parties are still in the interior 
“prospecting.” The accounts we receive tend to confirm our im- 

ression that there is no profitable field there for diggers, though 
it is likely that quartz crushing would prove remunerative. One 
correspondent writes :—“I enclose you a small sample of gold 


produced with very primitive tools in about an hour an 
a-half. There is no doubt that quartz gold is plentifal in 
the hills adjoining the creeks, as you find small specks of 


quartz in the smaller pieces. I saw a sample of black sand 
sent down yesterday, containing small particles of gold. The 
only drawback at present is that the Taoutai of Ninghai, in whose 
district the diggings are, makes an attempt to frighten Europeans 
away by threatening to apprehend them. But his threat amounts 
to nothing, as there are more than fifteen parties out prospectin 
at the present moment. Some of these I believe to be practi 
men, but a few good Cornish miners would be invaluable.” 

The following are from the Supreme Court Gazette :— 

There has been a rush of people to the little island of Pootoo 
for a change of air during the hot weather. This place was four 
or five years ago spoken of as a desirable spot for a sanitarium 
for Shanghai, but no definite steps have been] taken to provide 
accommodation. From all accounts it seems to be a delightful 
spot, and if some proper place of abiding were provided would 
be all that is roqiiced: Kt present, complaints are made that 
the temples, the only places of shelter, are very uncomfortable 
and mar the enjoyment of a trip. The island is entirely under 
the control of the Bhuddist priests, to whom it has been given up 
as a site for monasteries ; and there does not seem to be any 
reason to believe that they would oppose arrangements being 
made for the accommodation of visitors, as they are not insensible 
to the value of Mexican dollars. 

Mr. J. M. Canny, a British merchant, has been appointed Vice- 
Consul for France, at Chinkiang. 

The gold fields at Chefoo have continued to be the chief topic 
of interest at this place, and the various questions in connection 
with them have heen fully discussed in the local prints. An ably 
written letter over the signature of “ Spectator ” appeared in the 
columns of the WV. C. Daily News, setting forth the chief arguments 
against the opening of the gold fields, and pointing out that by 
treaty there is no right conceded to foreigners to work mines ; that 
the value of the gold fields is as yet highly doubtful, and finally 
that it is questionable whether the advent of a number of miners 
to China would tend to benefit mercantile interests. The prepon- 
derance of opinion seems, however, to be greatly in favour of the 
other side of the question. Upon the point of treaty right there is no 
doubt ; but it has yet to be discovered to what extent the yield 
of the fields would ha: and respecting the advantaye that would 
accrue to mercantile men in China there cannot be any question. 
These views are in substance sustained by the above-named 
paper ; while the Shanghai Recorder holds that the difficulties 
anticipated by the Chinese are likely to exist only if they refuse 
to legalise the working ; and further suggests that the present 
opportunity might be availed of to induce them to consent to 
opening the coa] mines near Nankin. It is stated that a former 
resident in Shanghai has already proceeded to San Francisco with 
the object of forming a company to work on the fields, and that 
an exaggerated account of the matter having come to the ears of 
the native officials has caused them considerable anxiety. 

The monthly meeting of the Municipal Council tock place on 
the 4th August, when the report of the Works Committee was 
passed. The recent bad weather has not, fortunately, done much 
damage, but has caused some inconvenience by delaying works, 
and also some increase in the cost of the repairs required. Among 
the works delayed are those going on at the Pootung Cemetery 
and the PublicGarden. Respecting the railings which have been 

laced round the latter, the Council mention that they are very 
inferior to those which were ordered out from home, a circum- 
stance which the public heard with some satisfaction, as the rail- 


ings in question are of the ugliest description—mere sharpened 
spikes, The Works Committee have taken into their consideration 


the question of taking*charge of the roads outside the settlement, 
and have embodied their views in a memorandum which will be 
transmitted to the Consular body, who they hope will be able to 
obtain the co-operation of the Chinese authorities in the matter. 
The Council have received a despatch from H.B.M.’s Consul em- 
bodying the terms on which the public garden is to be granted ; 
which are, that no buildings shall be constructed thereon, and 
that the Chinese Government agree to give up all claim to ground- 
rent. To these conditions the Council have demurred, as they 
consider they embody a dangerous principle, and tacitly admit the 
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right of the Chinese to all reclaimed land, which admission the 
Council conceive to be dangerous, as it might involve the principle 
that the Chinese Government was entitled to the whole of the 
Bund frontage ; so that an unscrupulous official might put it up 
to auction, and the purchasers erect a row of Chinese houses be- 
tween the Bund and the river. 

The Shanghai Neuws-letter says :—“The Chitang Coal Mines, 
about sizty miles from Peking, are to be opened to foreigners, and a 
road is to be made to the mines from Tientsin. Four new ports 
on the Yangtsze river will be opened for freight and passenger 
traffic in the river steamers. No foreign residents will, however, be 
allowed.” 

The Shanghai Chamber of Commerce has replied as follows to 
the important despatch addressed to the various Chambers by 
Inspector-General Hart, which we published at length in our last 
issue :— 

Shanghai, August 6th, 1868. 

Sir,—I am instructed by the ‘committee to acknowledge the 
receipt of your despatch, dated July 20, addressed to the chair- 
man, and to thank you in the name of the Chamber for the in- 
vitation which it conveys to the members of the mercantile com- 
munity of this port to bring their wants and opinions, through 
the intervention of this Chamber, to the knowledge of the chief 
authorities of the Chinese Customs. 

Representing on the one hand the Chinese Government, and 
having on the other hand the advantage of acquaintance with 
foreign modes of thought and action, the Inspectorate appears to 
the Chamber a natural channel of communication upon matters 
within the administration of the department under its control, 
and the Chamber can readily conceive that cases may arise in 
which there will be advantage in a means of coming to an under- 
standing, with reference to details, without making the business 
under consideration the subject of diplomatic negotiation. 

The Chamber is fully sensible of the benefits to be derived from 
such a preliminary discussion of measures connected with details 
of the Customs’ administration as shall teud to prevent miscon- 
ception by making plain the object of new regulations, and by 
making those regulations themselves such as will work harmoni- 
ously and with the least interference with freedom of trade,; while 
securing the integrity of the Imperial Customs. 

As you have very justly pointed out in the despatch now under 
acknowledgment, the officers of the Customs, although fully re- 
cognising an identity of interests, may, from viewing the question 
of the collection of duty from a position differing from that 
occupied by the trading members of the communities, often un- 


wittingly obstruct the development of a trade which would, if 
To the collection of 


unfettered rapidly increase the revenue. 
duties and the complete organisation of the service of the 
Customs this Chamber would give every assistance, being assured 
that each of its members would wish the service to be well per- 
formed, and contribute without hesitation every just due. It is 
well that this should be understood, and that it is not from the 
duties or a wish to evade them, that discussion with the Customs 
has arisen, but from the details or the machinery of collection 
being at times ill adapted for the purpose. 

It is, therefore, with much satisfaction that the members of 
this Chamber have received an expression of your willingness to 
consult their wishes by direct correspondence, of which they will 
gladly avail themselves, as circumstances may require.—I am, Sir,

HONG KONG. 
From this port we have advices to the 21st August. On the 
12th the English mail of July 3 arrived out. The local news is 
meagre in the extreme, the chief events of the fortnight being 
the half-yearly meeting of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, 
and two serious fires. 
The half-yearly general meeting of shareholders in the above 
corporation took place on the 13th August, at the office of the 
-bank, Wardley-house ; Mr. George J. Helland, chairman of the 
board of directors, occupying the chair. Some difficulty was ex- 
perienced in getting together a quorum, but after waiting half 
an hour the requisite number, forty, was found to be present. 
Conspicuous among the absentecs the name of Dr. Murray, who 
has always heretofore taken a prominent part in these meetings, 
was mentioned. The Chairman after remarking that it was as- 
tonishing that so few came to hear so fine a report, read the half- 
yearly report, which certainly justifies his description, as the 
accounts show a net profit for the half-year ot close upon 
400,000 dols. Out of this the directors recommend a dividend at 
the rate of 12 per cent. per annum, appropriating 125,000 dols. to 
the reserve fund (which will now be half a million) and carrying 
forward to new account 70,674 dols. A much larger dividend 
might safely have been distributed, but the prudence which dic- 
tated this decision will meet with universal commendation. The 
report was unanimously adopted amid great applause. The name 
of Mr. E. R. Belilios was added to the number of the board, and 
a cordial vote of thanks to the directors closed the proceedings. 
Of tho fires the Daily Press gives the following account :— 
A fire broke out on ‘Thursday evening, the 13th August, which 
at one time threatened to be as serious in its results as some of 
the worst conflagrations that have taken place in this colony ; but, 










thefouilding whore the fire originated, and those in the immediate 
vicinity, the flames were confined to a comparatively small area, 
where they, in fact, burnt out all there was to burn, and the fire 
was at an end. It is unfortunate that we are unable to say, 
“thanks to the fire brigade ;” but so far as this very new 
institution is concerned, with the exception of its energetic 
chief, we were unable to see either the brigade or the evidences of 
that drill the Governor spoke of when alluding to the organisation 
of the brigade in the Legislative Council. As has usually been 
the case at fires in Hong Kong, confusion, disorder, and helpless- 
ness were the rule lust night, and had it not been for the exertions 
of some of our citizens, who were on the ground long before a single 
engine made its appearance or a drop of water was obtained, com- 
bined with the fact, as already stated, that the fire stopped itself, 
there is no knowing where the flames would have taken their 
course, or where they would have ended; and more than likely 
our readers would have been without the usual morning issue, as 
the fire took place in rather uncomfortable proximity to our office. 

The fire broke out about eleven p.m.,in the building occupied 
by Messrs. Fawcett and Co., shipchandlers, corner of Wellington 
aud Wyndham-strects. It is quite evident that before it made its 
appearance outside} it had already made good headway inside the 
building, and was fairly kindled among some such inflammable 
articles as tar or pitch, for when discovered the whole of one 
corner of the building was in a blaze. The store had been closed 
at five o'clock, from which time until eleven of course no one had 
been inside ; six undisturbed hours were consequently given for 
the development of the flames to the extent in which they 
first burst into sight. It was only a matter of a few minutes 
after the first appearance of the fire before the entire 
building occupied by Messrs. Fawcett and Co. was completely 
in flames, and once in the open air they rapidly sought more 
material for destruction. Spreading towards and in the old 
Oriental Hotel, time was scarcely given to a family occupying 
some rooms in the upper part of the building to escape with what 
clothes they had on before this building was also covered by the 
fire, which was now rapidly going westward through Wellington- 
street. The next building was Messrs. Dent and Co.’s stables, 
which being covered with a matshed, attracted the fire like a load- 
stone ; but to this very fact is no doubt due the stoppage of 
further progress. The shed of course burnt like fire paper, and 
in afew moments fell inside, but there was then nothing left 
but the bare uninflammable stone walls of the stable, which 
immediately acted as a barrier to the further progress of 
the flames up Wellington-street, and so put an end to 
that part of the fire. Owing to the very calm state of 
the air, there was nothing to urge the fire up the hill, and 
conscquently. when it had burned up ,to the walls of the build- 
ng occupied by Mr. Pearce, of Messrs. Mawcett and Co., as a pri- 
ato residence, it was again brought to a standstill from the want 
of material of a tlammable nature to lead it further. Had there 
been any air stirring from the harbour the whole of Wyndham- 
street, including the Daily Press office, would no doubt the next 
morning have been in ruins, and it is ditficult to say where it would 
have stopped. After the tire had been in progress nearly an hour one 
stream was obtained, with only the natural force of the water from 
the reservoir; but this was entirely useless, on account of there 
being but one length of hose, about twenty fect in length, and 
consequently not long enough to reach the needy buildings. 
The police engine was moro successful in getting a stream on 
the buildings around and adjoining Dent’s stables; but the 
water police have the credit of getting their machine first on the 
ground and first at work, although tho same is kept at the har- 
bour-master’s, and had to be dragged up the hill with some diffi- 
culty. After the fire had well nigh burnt out, the P. and 0. 
steam-engine was at work on Pedder’s-whurf, with one stream on 
Wyndham-street, and Dent's engine had also been put in position, 
and was at work. Detachments of men from the Pearl and U. &. 
gunboat Undilla were on shore very shortly after the fire broke 
out, and were, as usual, most energetic in their efforts wherever 
they were called for. Some men from the garrison were also on 
the spot in good time, and rendered valuable service. Conspi- 
cuous among those who were early on the ground was a gentle- 
man of the legal profession, and the partner of one of our leading 
American houses, through whose efforts alone a lot of Sikhs were 
put to work, and the lower part of Mr. Pearce’s house saved. These 
fellows, in company with a large crowd of citizens, were idly look- 
ing on at the fire, until these gentlemen arrived and energetically 
took command, when everyone seemed to become impressed with the 
idea that something was to be done, and falling to work did good 
service under the barrister’s direction. It is combined and sys- 
tematised efforts of this kind that make a fire brigade and control 
a fire. The tlames broke out again about four o'clock on Friday 
morning, but were soon got under by the police, who were on the 
ground during the whole night, and up toa late hour the next 
morning. The premises formerly occupied by Fawcett and Co. 
were completely destroyed. The upper part of the Oriental 
Hotel is more or less damaged both by fire and water, and the 
roof of Dent’s stables, as already stated, was destroyed. The 
buildings opposite the hotel on the lower side of Wellington- 
street had a narrow escape, with only a slight scorching outside. 
The buildings and stock destroyed were, it is stated, fully insured. 

The public hardly had time to cease thinking and talking of 


thanks to the very calm state of the weather, and the nature of | the fire of the 13th inst. before another conflagration of much the 
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same order gave another proof of the helplessness and inefficiency 
of this colony for resisting or controlling the consuming element. 
The first alarm was given shortly after ten o'clock, and proceeded 
from a silkmercer’s shop in Hillier-street, just out of Queen’s-road, 
occupying the lower floor of the building, and shortly, before any as- 
sistance arrived onthe ground, the whole building wasin flames, and 
rapidly communicating to those on either hand and the opposite 
side of the street. Although there was little if any wind, the light 
air that was stirring assisted somewhat to give direction to the 
fire in its onward course towards the north-west. From the shop 
where it originated, the flames were soon making rapid progress 
towards Jervois-street, and by eleven o’clock both sides of Hil- 
lier-street were complete and helpless victims. The fire now took 
its way up Jervois-street, and fora time was entirely confined 
to the south side of the street, but the heat and fiames soon 
began scorching at first, and finally igniting, the wood work of 
the buildings on the north side, and had it not been for the 
untiring and most valuable service of the steam-engine of 
the Hong Kong Fire Insurance, and the hand-engine of the 
73rd Regiment, the fire would doubtless have gone right through 
to the waterside. More than once the flames burst out from thes 
buildings both in front and rear, but as often did the steady and 
werful stream from the steamer and the barrack engine fight it 
ack. By twelve o’clock the main fire seemed to have marked 
out a course up the south side of Jervois-street, in which direction 
it was steadily advancing, and it was accordingly necessary to 
resort to that very popular “Hong Kong fire extinguisher,” 
ponder 3 one, two, three, and finally four houses in succession were 
lown up, thus making as it were a limit for the fire on the 
west at Cleverly-street. The flames now took a direction back- 
ward towards Queen’s-road, and with the exception of a few 
houses fronting on Queen’s-road, between Cleverly and Hillier- 
streets, the whole of that square bounded by the above streets, 
with Jervois-street on the north, was by three o’clock this morn- 
iug a mass of charred ruins, The houses on the east side of 
Hillier-street were destroyed as far as Jervois-street, and eastward 
through Jervois-street the first three houses all burnt out, but 
the very praiseworthy and efficient services of Lieutenant Royse, 
of the Pearl, and a large body of his men promptly and effectually 
put a stop to the progress of the flames in this direction. A 
number of houses were blown down further on in Jervois-street, 
as at one time there were fears of the fire going eastward, but as 
already stated, the Pearl’s men, under their gallant officer, put on 
@ successful stopper.

LABUAN. 

The Rev. W. B. Flower, who went out a short time ago as the 
new colonial chaplain for Labuan, died on the 26th July, after 
four days’ illness, of congestion of the brain. His loss was very 
much felt, as he had become very popular in the community. 

News had been received of the death of Rajah Sir James Brooke, 
and on the 20th July, as a mark of respect to the memory of the 
founder and first governor of the colony, the Government offices 
were closed, as also all places of business; the flags at the Go- 
vernment flagstaff, and of all the vessels in the harbour, were 
hoisted half-mast high; and at noon twenty-one minute guns 
were fired. 

Governor Hennessy was to go over to Barram Point, eighty 
miles from Labuan, in H.MS. /¢/feman, to witness and take ob- 
servations of the eclipse on the i8th July. The total eclipse would 
last there five minutes, and only one in Labuan. A tremendous 
cyclone had passed over Labuan on the 3rd July, which caused 
much damage—for instance, the newly-built fish-market and also 
the Government picr, extending over one hundred yards into the 
sea, were swept away and totally destroyed. No loss of life is 
reported. Quite a quantity of shipping had visited Labuan 
lately ; among other vessels the steamers Loyalist and Vine, 
H.M.S. Adventure and Leren, the Aatherine, an American whaler, 
he Samson, and HM. /t/Henan, afcer a cruise of surveying. 





SARAWAK, 

Intelligence of the death of the Rajah, Sir James Brooke, 
reached Sarawak on the 25th July, and on the Ist instant Charles 
F. Brooke, Esq., the Tuan Mudah, was proclaimed successor. There 
was but little ceremony on the occasion, ‘The ‘l'uan Mudah made 
aspeech in Malay, in the Court House, in which he eaid that he 
would follow the policy of the late Rajah, and uphold the religious 
liberties of his subjects, and he asked the chiefs there assembled 
whether they were satisfied with his accession. One of the Datus 
then answered for hiraself and colleagues that they were quite 
satisfied with him, and would support him to the best of their 
ability and power. The new Rajah was then proclaimed by the 
Malay crier, and the affair was over. A Dutch man-of-war had 
visited Sarawak on the 24th July for the first time for some years. 
She had afterwards proceeded on,to Labuan, and when going down 
the river flew her flag half-mast high. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Advices from this port are to the 29th August. The Mes- 

angeries Imperiales steamer Tigre and the P. and O. steamer 
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Orissa arrived together, on the morning of the 18th August, with 
the home mails of the 17th July, and with telegrams to the 6th 
Aug. The Straits Times gives the following summary of news :—~ 

So far as political affairs are concerned, the fortnight inSinga- 
pore may be marked with white chalk as a blank. His Excellency 
the Governor has been away up at Wah-wan viewing the eclipse, 
and there has of course been no meeting of the Legislative Council. 
There is somewhat serious news, however, from Ponsne. An ex- 
tensive emigration of the Chinese sugar planters is taking place 
from Province Wellesley. Over two thousand have left for native 
territory. The local Government has made itself intensely unpopu- 
lar, if we may believe the local press, with all‘classes of the inhabi- 
tants, Europeans and natives,and the emigration which, if not 
checked, will be a death blow to the prosperity of Penang, is in 
the main attributed by the local papers to the vexatious, meddling 
and uncourteous policy of the local Government in the treatment 
of the natives. 

His Excellency the Governor returned from Wah-wan on the 
morning of the 26th August, having visited Tringanu and Pahang 
on the way. The King of Siam is said to have been munificent to 
his guests on the occasion of the eclipse. His Majesty is said to 
have built an observatory for the French Commission, in which 
they used a telescope fifteen feet long and forty-five inches wide. 

Business still continues in a very depressed state, and the atten- 
tion of the mercantile community has been chiefly occupied by 
creditors’ meetings and discussions regarding the gunpowder case. 
Judgment was given in the case by the Chief Justice, Sir Benson 
Maxwell, on the 17th of August. By this judgment the owners, 
two in number, of the lost hulk Princess Royal are found virtually 
liable for all the powder that was stored on board. The decision 
took the consignees of the powder no less by surprise than it did 
the two owners, who are ruined thereby. A responsibility has 
been laid upon the latter's shoulders of which they had not the 
faintest conception, neither, confessedly, had the consignees nor 
owners. 

The results of the judgment are somewhat peculiar, and de- 
serve to be noticed. Only one firm prosecuted, and therefore only 
one firm have obtained judgment and execution. They therefore 
appropriate the whole estate of the two defendants, which, it is 
believed, will not satisfy the claim of this one firm. The defend- 
ants are dissatisfied with the judgment, but cannot appeal to the 
Privy Council without lodging in Court the amount of damages for 
which they have been cast. They are unable to do this, and not ac- 
knowledging the justice of the decision, they have refused to go 
into the Insolvent Court voluntarily, because they are advised this 
would bar appeal in any way. They prefer, therefore, to keep 
their rights intact by not doing anything whatever, but submit- 
ting under protest to legal spoliation. This conduct on their part 
precludes the other consignees, whose claims are of course equally 
good with that of the successful plaintiffs, from any chance of a 
dividend, which they would otherwise receive, supposing the de- 
fendants went voluntarily into the Insolvent Court. Whether 
this course of action on the part of the defendants is defensible 
is a matter of opinion in which people will differ according to the 
point of view it isjudged from. It is unnecessary for us to say 
anything more on the subject in the meantime. 

he P. and O. Company’s steamers are keeping contract time, it 
must be confessed, with praiseworthy regularity. The new ar- 
rangement fixing the exact date of the departure of the homeward 
mails, which has been in force here under the new contract, has 
answered remarkably well, and it is hoped there will be no change 
made, as rumoured.

asmall demand for Black, of which stocks were small. Other Cotton 
Goods were not inquired for. Woollens: In no demand, and quotations 
mostly nominal. Common Pilot Cloths were saleable at 0.90 to 0.95. 
Blankets were in demand, but stocks were not to hand. Metals: Re- 
export of lead was going on on Japanese Government account. Otherwise 
dull. The current quotations were:—Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16 to 24, $48 to 
50 per picul; Nos. 28 to 82, $51 to 52.50; Nos. 38 to 42, $5u to 51. 
Cotton Piece Goods: Grey Shirtings: 7 !bs., $2.30 to 2.35 per piece; 
8.4 lbs., $2.80 to 2.85; 8.6 to 8.8 lbs., $2.85 to 2.9 White Shirtings,

TrIeNTSIN.— Native advices report an improvement in trade generally, 
and a good demand for Plain Cottons.

SHancuat—Cottons: Demand for Plain Cottons continued for the 
Northern markets, and a large speculative business had been transacted. 
Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs.: Considerable sales had been effected at gradually 
hardening prices, commencing at Tls. 2.3.0, and the highest contract for 
the furtnight had been at Tls. 2.4.5. White Shirtings were in fair inquiry 
at improved prices. T-Cloths were scarcely in such good request, and 
former rates could nct be readily obtained. Drills, both American and 
English, were wanted. Fancy Goods, generally, were commanding atten- 
tion, and already there was a much firmer fecling shown by holders. 
Woollens: Spanish Stripes, Medium Cloth, and Habit Cloth were in 
moderate demand at firmer prices. Camlets were in better inquiry, at ad- 
vancing quotations. Long Ells: Assorted colours in fair request ; scarlet 
neglected. Lastings were somewhat firmer, and a few sales were reported. 
Metals: Nail Rod and Bar Iron were very dull of sale, and quotations 
showed a decline. Lead was in very limited inquiry, as also were Tin 
Plates, Pig Iron, and Steel. Coals: Supplies were plentiful, and rates gene- 
rally had a downward tendency. Sales of English Cual had been made at 
Tis. 9.2.5 per ton from ships, and of Cardiffs at Tls. 11, in small lota, landed. 
Australia Coals were in slight request. Japans had been sold at Tls. 4.5.0 
to o.0.0 for inferior qualities, The arrivals had been: 3,031 tons from 
Great Britain, 728 tons from America, 4,116 tons from Australia, 1,850 
tons from Japan, 2,100 tons from Formosa; in all, 11,825 tons, of which 
4,070 tons were to order.

HanKkow.—There had been a general demand at higher prices for most 
descriptions of manufactured goods, but business had been much re- 
stricted by the firmness of holders, Grey Shirtings showed an advance, 
8} Ibs. being quoted Tls. 2.3.2 to 2.3.6, 7 Ibs. Tls. 2.05 to 2.1.0. White 
Shirtings: Low counts in rather better inquiry, 56 to 60 reed, Tls. 2.0.5 
to 2.2.0. T-Cloths 6 lbs. and 7 Jbs., in better request at Tis. 1.6.0 to 
1.9.0 and Tls. 2.0.0 to 2.3.0; 8 Ibs., 36 in., dull of sale. Drills in good 
demand: American, Tls. 4.4.0 to 4.5.0; English, Tls. 4.0.0 to 4.4.0. 
Fancy Cottons: Dyed goods in more general inpuiry. White descriptions 
neglected. Woollens and Worsteds: Cainlets, a fair business transacted 
at Tls. 12.5.0 to 13.3.5 for SS. Lustings: Sales very trivial. Long Ells: 
Assorted colours, Tls. 7.1.0 to 7.2.0 for HH, and asked for ; scarlet, Tls. 
6.9.0 dull of sale. Spanish Stripes and Medium Cloth had been sold at 
rather better prices. Figured Orleans: Tls. 3.2.0 to 8.9.0 transactions 
unimportant, 

Hone Konac.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular contains the fol- 
lowing remarks :—Cotton Yarn: The only transaction has been the pur- 
chase of 50 bales Nos, 16 and 24 by a foreign house. There is no enquiry 
from natives, but advices of some improvement at Chinchew bave induced 
holders to raise their asking prices for Nos. 16 and 24, $2.50 per bale. 
Higher numbers are unchanged in value. Piece Goods: Cunsequent upon 
advices from the north, a good demand arose for Grey Shirtings and T- 
Cloths for shipment thither, but transactions were checked by the increased 
firmness of holders. Slight concessions on their part, owing partly to the 
arrival of an assorted cargo from London, and partly to the unwilling- 
ness of buyers to accede to their demands, led to moderate settlements, 
and the market has again become firmer, northern advices continuing 
favourable. Drills are still enquired for, and have advanced fully ten 
cents per piece. English are in small supply, and the market is quite 
bare of Dutch, while stocks of American have been increased by the 
arrival of the N. B. Palmer with 765 bales. Holders are very firm, and 
a large portion of the Palmer’s cargo will probably be shipped to Shanghai 
by the importers. Woollens: Scarlet Long Ells are lower by nearly the 
advance last reported, while assorted have further improved, being in 
comparatively small supply. Spanish Stripes are entirely neglected, and 
the best qualities of assorted are, nominally, a trifle lower. Blankets 
have declined. Lastings and English Camlets are unchanged in value, but 
are not in request. Dutch Camlets are $1 dearer. Motals: Nail Rod 
and Bar Iron are only saleable on easier terms. Loop is steady, though 
not in demand. Steel finds buyers to sume extent at former rates. Com- 
mon Lead has declined 30 cents per picul, but better qualities are held at 
figures about 10 cents under last mail’s quotations. Malacca Tin is firm, 
but Straits does not command former values. ‘Tin Plates are weak. Quick- 
silver tends upwards. Coal: The arrivals have been 1,796 tons Welsh 
(1,000 to consumers), 1,412 tons English (668 to consumers), 967 tons 
Sydney to consumers, and 1,530 tons Anthracite. Sales have been 700 
tons Welsh at $12.50, and G80 do. at $12.25. 734 tons English have 
gone on to Yokohama failing to find market at this. Sydney is being 
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offered ‘to arrive” at low figures, without finding buyers. Anthracite is 


not wanted,

Yoxouama.—A large business had been done, and settlements, in- 
cluding all grades, amounted to fully 3,000 piculs; these settlements bad 
been made at last quotations, but large arrivals being expected, and 
dealers showing more willingness to sell, prices were a little easier at the 
close for the lower grades. During the first part of the fortnight supplies 
came in freely, but later scarcely any arrivals were reported; stocks were 
increased, the bulk being of common sorts. The Alexandra, reported as 
loading, had been taken off the berth; the Italy sailed on the 6th August 
with 260,474 Ibs. Quotations were:—Common, $22 to 23 per picul; 
Good Common, $24 to 25; Medium, $25 to 26; Good Medium, $27 to 
29; Fine, $30 to 35; Finest and Choice, nominal. 

Sianauatr.—Black: Natives had shown much desire to realise, and had 
been met by buyers at prices showing a decline of from one to two taels per 
picul on most descriptions. Supplies had been liberal, and notwithstand- 
ing the large purchases the stock on offer was important. The range of 
prices were quite over that of last year, more especially on common sorts 
of Tea, and such parcels as were worth Tls. 20 were to be purchased in 
August last at Tis. 17. The market closed very quiet, consequent on the 
unfavourable nature of telegraphic advices from London, and the very 
large export from every port in China, Settlements for the fortnight, 
24,700 chests; re-shipments on owners’ account, 13,600 chests; stock, 
92 chops, or 36,500 packages. Quotations, duty paid, exchange for credits, 
at 6s, 34d. per tael, and freight at £4 per ton:—Hohow, common to 
fair, 1s. 2d. to 1s, 8d.; Oonam, common to good, 1s. 22d. to 1s. 8d. ; 
Ningchow, common to fine, 1s, 4d. to 1s. 9}d. ; Oopack, common to good, 
1s. 34d. to 1s, 8d. per Ib. Green: Some business had been transacted in 
Pingsuey kinds at prices showing a small reduction. A chop of Taiping 
Tea had been parchased at Tis. 34 per picul, and one chop of Fychow at 
Tis. 853. A few chops of the new Teenkai Teas had arrived, for which 
very high prices were demanded. Quotatious were :—Pingsney, Tls. 31} 
to 403; Fychow, Tis. 85$; Shanghai packed, Tls. 35} to 38; Taiping, 
Tls, 84. Settlements for the fortnight, 7,300 half-chests; re-shipments 
on owners’ account, 1,550 half-chests; stock, 26 chops, or 18,344 half- 
chests. Quotations, exchange, &., as above, were as follows:—Gun- 
powder, 1s. 6d. to 3s, 10d.; Imperial, 1s. 3d. to 23. 8d.; Young Hyson, 
1s, 2d. to 2s. 10d.; Twankay, 10d. to 1s. 8d. per Ib. 

Hankow.—During the fortnight the amount of business transacted 
had not been large, and owing to the reports of a profitable out-turn of a 
few chops realised on the Shanghai market, natives had shipped their pro- 
duce in large quantities to that place for sale. Prices of the Teas pur- 
chased showed little change. Quotations were: Oopacks, fair to medium, 
Tis. 17.5 to 21.5, equal to 1s.4}d. to 1s. 7d. per lb.; Oonams, fair, 
Tis, 15.2.5 to 19.5, equal to 1s. 3d. to 1s. 53d. per Ib. Exports of Tea 
from ist January, to 7th August, 1868, 33,680,325 lbs.; 1st June to 
7th August, 1868, 33,385,810 Ibs. 

Kivxrana.—Settlements of Blacks had been on a very limited scale. 
Teas were coming forward very slowly, and unless prices show some im- 
provement it was highly probable that considerable quantities of leaf 
would remain up-country unmade. No new Greens were to hand, bat first 
parcels were confidently looked for in a week from date, Teamen stated 
that Jaying down cost would be lower than was anticipated, owing toa 
fall in the price of leaf. 

Foocrow.—Owing to the non-arrival of the mail steamer at Hong 
Kong, dates from this port are only up to the 8th August. Settlements 
of tea up to that date amounted to about 24,800 chests Congon, 2.300 
chests Souchong, 8,100 boxes Scented Tea, and 20,000 balf-chests 
Ooloong, the feature of the interval being the settlement of the latter, 
through an English house, by a buyer for America, Of these purchases 
but about 3,500 half-chests were publicly reported, and prices of the re- 
mainder had not transpired. The 3,500 packages were taken at Tls. 24.8 
to 25.8 obtained for gocd cargo, Tls. 27.8 obtained for superior, and 
Tle. 29.3 for fine, or, quality considered, an advance of Tis. 2 on last 
season’s opening prices. The Teas (3,500) were desirable first crop goods, 
though some of them were not regular true Oolongs, but from another 
district. Some two hundred tons bad been sent to Hong Kong for ship- 
ment to New York by steamer via San Francisco. Stock amounted to 
about 72,000 half-chests. Holders of Congous were anxious to realise 
without delay, and prices of all grades were lower, many parcels being 
obtainable at really cheap rates. Third crop Teas were coming in, but 
had not arrived in sufficient quantity to warrant any opinion as to general 
quality. The musters of those to hand represented fairly well made Teas, 
strong in the cup. Stock was estimated at 42,000 chests. 

Amoy.-—Little had been done in Congou, and prices had declined about 
half-a-dollar to a dollar per picul. ‘Third crop teas were arriving freely, 
and were about on a par with those of last season in quality. Astring of 
about 4,000 half-chests of Oolongs, averaging guod cargo, had been settled 
at $32 to $34 short, many of the chops being very dusty, though within 
the 25 per cent. limit. This same string last season only realised $23.79, 
and, taking the greater freedom from dust into account, prices show an 
advance of fully $4 to $5 on those of last year. Fine and finest Ning- 
yongs are held for exorbitant figures. 

Canton.—The market for Country Congoas was opened on the 17th 
August, by the purchase of three chops at Tls. 27, and one at Tls, 30.5; 
the former being Tis. 2 to 3 over last season's opening prices, while the 
latter purchase was comparatively cheap. Other chops were being offered 
for, and further settlements would probably be made. In other descrip- 
tions little had been done, the heavy export rendering buyers indisposed 
to purchase any but the most desirable parcels, and then only at a reduc- 
tion of Tls.2 to 8. The fourth crop was expected to arrive daily, and 
teamen reported it to be of good quality. 

SILK. 

Yoxouama.—A fair amount of business had been transacted during 
the fortnight at rates firm at last quotations, excepting an occasivnal 
weakness in medium and inferior parcels. Settlements were estimate at 
550 bales, and as the supplies had not exceeded this figure, and had been 
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generally taken on arrival, the stock left was nominal. Silk-worms’ 
Eggs: Had come down very freely, although there had been some reduc- 
tion on the previous heavy figures. Total supplies were about 1,120,000, 
and total settlements were estimated at 800,000 cards, Best Oshu and 
Sinshu, though not so scarce, commanded the extreme rates before quoted ; 
and although some weakness might have been noted in good and best 
ordinary sorts during the early part of the fortnight, at the close they 
obtained slightly higher rates than those of last mail. Very best (green) 
may be quoted at $4 to $5; good and best ordinary (green) at $24 to 
$3}; of white few had appeared. Quotations for Silk were nominal 
except for the following :—Mybash, Sinchu, &c., Nos. 1, 2, and 8, 35s. 2d 
to 38s. 1d.; Nos. 2, 3, and 4, 31s. 5d. to 33s, 6d. ; Medium Coshu, 30s. 2d° 
to 81s. 10d.; laid down in London at exchange, 4s. 102d, 7 

SHanonat.—Mr. Holdsworth’s Circular, dated 18th August, is as fol- 
lows :—The latest advices received from England since the date of my last 
Silk Circular of the 30th July are by letters to the 19th June, and by 
telegrams via Kiachta to the 21st July. During the past fortnight only 
& moderate business has been transacted in this market, and settlements 
are estimated at about 2.590 bales, making total to date from 1st June 
21,500 bales, against 11,700 bales to same date last year! Of the above 
transactions fully 500 bales are going forward on native account. Prices 
paid early in the fortnight showed a slight advance over Jast mail’s quo- 
tations; subsequently, however, consequent upon the enhanced rate of 
exchange, coupled with the large unsold stock, which was daily being 
added to, rates declined for all market and ordinary Silk, but for true Chops 
Tsatlees an advance of Tls. 15 per picul was established. ‘ Donkey” and 
“ Yarkee ” Silks having been sold at Tls. 570 to 5724, and last mail they 
were settled at Tls. 555 per picul. The arrivals from the interior having 
come forward freely, the unsold stock bas increased to fully 7,500 bales, 
the greater proportion consisting of lower grades. From Ningpo 820 
bales, and from Hankow 140 have been received, and 464 bales were 
brought over from Japan by the last mail steamer. As the mail closes, 
Chinamen are anxious to realise their stocks, and are willing to accept a 
farther decline in prices for their Silks. The current quotations (all charges 
paid to England at exchange 63. 4d. per tael) were as follows :—Tsatlee, 
Chop No. 1, none; ditto 2, 32s.

THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 


Or course it is too soon, as yet, to say anything of the 


nature of Mr. BURLINGHAME’s proposals to the English Cabi- 
net, or the probable manner of their reception. Neither is 
there anything of moment to report as to the movements of 
the Envoys. It is not the fashion here, as in the United 
States, for the press to send emissaries to interrogate politi- 
cians, to “ pump” or entrap them into some utterance that, 
with a little embellishment, will afford matter for a sensation 
leader. We do not even know what Mr. BurtincHaMe thinks 
of the Grosvenor Hotel, or whether the cuisine of that establish- 
ment finds favour in the eyes of the “ Associate Ministers.” 
Personally, the new arrivals seem to have created very little 
sensation indeed ; but the political objects of their mission 
still afford a theme for discussion in the daily papers, some of 
whose articles we reprint in another column. 


The Daily News, it will be seen, is rather favourable than 
otherwise to the mission, and urges that Mr. BURLINGHAME is 
entitled to a courteous reception in this country ; and, as 
far as mere courtesy is concerned, hé may be quite sure of 
receiving it. The writer is dissatisfied with the unfavour- 
able tone of the comments that have already appeared, and 
says— What English interest in China it is proposed to sub- 
serve by snubbing in advance the most important deputation 
from China that has ever visited this country? We may 
be very certain that the Emperor and people of China regard 
the sending out of this commission as an epoch in the his- 
tory of their country, and whatever may be their propositions, 
or the answer of our Government thereto, there is every 
reason why they should be received without suspicion, and 
entertained with cordiality. The Standard, on the other 
hand, asks—What important matter of international relation- 
ship can there be between China and England to justify 
Mr. Buruincuame’s embassy? ‘The present state of our re- 
lations with China are of the simplest character. The 
Chitese Goverument have made several treaties with us, 
none of which they have faithfully observed. We are their 
creditors in respect of numerous services performed by us in 
their behalf, and of solemn obligations by them systemati- 
cally neglected: ‘They have agreed to certain terms of amity 
and intercourse which they have deliberately violated. On 
our side we have carricd forbearance and generosity to the 
utinest limits. There is only one intelligible object (the 
Standard says) in any Chinese mission to England, and that 
is to explain and to excuse the non-fulfilment of the obliza- 
tions entered into by China towards England. Is this what 
Mr. Buruincuame has come about $ If so, he may calculate 
upon a fair and patient hearing, and uporall the honour due 
to such an ambussador. All we have to take care of is that 
we are nut being imposed upon by a very common and 
familiar trick of Chinese diplomacy—that we are dealing 
with real representatives of China, and not with any foreign 
mediators between us and the Chinese. The Daily Telegraph 
evidently neither knows nor cares much about the matter, so 
turns it over to the gentleman who.does the would-be hu- 
morous leaders for that remarkable paper, and the natural 
result is something over a column of hopelessly imbecile trash, 
which we will not inflict on our readers, 
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THE CHINESE GUNBOATS. 

In another column we give an abstract of a speech made 
at Halifax by that notable navy reformer, Mr. StansFELD. 
Among the numerous charges therein brought against Sir 
JouN PAKINGTON, cne of the principal ones is founded on his 
having expended half-a-million or 80 of public money on the 
construction of gun-boats, some of which were specially in- 
tended for service in China waters; and Mr. STaNsFELD is 
especially bitter on the worthlessness of “wooden un-ar- 
moured vessels,” and “wretched gunboats of 700 tons, or 
less,” quite ridiculing the idea of their being of the slightest 
use in protecting our commerce on the coast of China. 
Here we have another instance of the miserable ignorance of 
some of those who lay claim to a leading position in their 
party, on all matters that require some little effort of research 
to gain any knowledge of. On questions relating strictly to 
home affairs they can talk fluently, and perhaps correctly, 
enough ; but the moment they have to deal with matters con- 
nected with China, ora distant colony, no absurdities are too 
wild for them to utter. As Mr. STANSFELD considers woode 
unarmoured gunboats of less than 700 tons worthless to pro- 
tect our merchant vessels against pirates, we should like to 
know what course he would adopt. Would he abolish the 
protecting force altogether, and let our commerce take care 
of itself, or would he send out ironclad frigates of 5,000 tons, 
or thereabouts, to chase pirate junks among the bays, chan- 
nels, and inlets of the rocky coast of Southern China? The 
latter alternative seems almost too insane even for Mr. 
STANSFELD ; 80 we must presume that when the Liberals 
come into power he will endeavour to carry out the. plan 
promulgated last year by himself and his worthy ally, Mr. 
Critpers, of economising the public money by withdrawing 
all protection from that branch of commerce which is one of 
the most productive sources of our revenue. “ Retrench- 
ment” always has been, and we suppose always will be, the 
hustings-cry of the Radicals ; but this is retrenchment run- 
ning mad. 


PROGRESS OF TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION. 

Tux Malta and Alexandria Telegraph expedition is pro- 
gressing favourably. A recent telegram states that the cable 
is being paid out at the rate of five miles an hour ; 550 
miles had already been accomplished, and it was expected 
that the expedition would reach Alexandria to-day. Thus 
one important link in the much-needed Red Sea route to the 
East will be accomplished. The Russian screw corvette 
Lion, which was engaged some time ago in making soundings 
in the Black Sea, with a view to find a proper route for the 
submarine cable forming a portion of the Indo-European 
telegraph scheme, has completed her survey. In the 
north-eastern part of the sea an apparently safe and 
practicable route has been surveyed... The possibility 
of submerging a cable near the coast has, we believe, 
been demonstrated. The scheme projected of uniting 
America and Russia by telegraph has been abandoned. The 
telegraphic communication with India via the Persian Gulf 
and Turkish lines bas been lately maintained with considerable 
regularity, the average time occupied in the transmission of a 
message being about a day and a half. This efficient condition 
of the lines will doubtless be rendered still more satisfactory 
by the duplication of the sections of the submarine system 
through the Persian Gulf. ee 





THE AUSTRIAN EXPEDITION TO THE FAR EAST. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT). 

The arrangements for the Expedition to the Far East are now tom- 
pleted, and the vessele will sail on the 6th of October. The expedi- 
tion is divided into three sections :—1. The scientific and mercantile- 
political, at the head of which is the Hof-Rath, Dr. Carl von Scherzer, 
under whom are placed the reporterz, who are to send in to bim the 
regnit of their observations and remarks in writing; 2. The diplomatic, 
at the head of which is the Councillor of Legation, Baron von Herbert: 
the office of secretary to the Legation is given to Baron Frautenberg, 
and the Attachés of the Embassy are Baron Ransonnet and Herr 
Ghiza von Bernat; and 3. The drawing up of the treaties and the 
establishment of consulates-general at Hong Kong and Yedo. The 
chief direction of this section is confided to Consul General Heinrich 
von Calice, savor’ by Herr Rudolph Schlick and Ladislaus Hengel- 
muller von Hengiroar, as Chancellors of the Consulates ; all these 
gentlemen are to be victualled on board for one half the amount of 
their pay for dietary, which is fixed as follows: the Hof-Rath and the 
Consul-General, 20fl. per diem, the Councillor of Legation 164., the 
Secretaries of Legation 13fl., and the Attachés of the Embassy and Chan- 
cellors of the Consulates-General each 108., all in silver money. For 
their outfit they also receive, according to their rank, sams of 1,000, 
800, and 600 silver florins respectively.

Hamecre, Sept. 28. 

This city has been thrown into a state of great excitement by a visit 
from the King of Prussia, who, after having completed his tour of in- 
spection in his newly-acquired provinces of Schleswig and Holstein, 
arrived on Saturday night, by a special train from the north, at our 
sister town of Altona, where he was received by the local, civil, and 
military authorities, and took up his headquarters at the residence of 
the Military Commandant of the Garrison, General von Gerstein, on the 
Palmaille. After being awakened the next morning by the band of 
the 11th Regiment of Infantry, his Majesty attended Divine service 
at the Altona parochial church, where the sermon was preached by 
the Bishop of the diocese; after which the local authorities and a depu- 
tation of the Hamburg Senate were presented to him,—the latter to 
congratulate him on his arrival, and to invite him to pay a visit to this 
city, where he has never been before, at all events not since he sat on the 


throne of his ancestors. After a luncheon at the Town-hall he proceeded to. 


view thecelebrated gardens belonging to Mr. Booth, at Flottbeck, and on 
his return embarked on board the Hamburg and American Steam Com- 
pany’s splendid new steamer Hammonia, just returned from her last 
ttip to New York, for an excursion down the Elbe, to view the pic- 
tureaque banks of the river as far as Blankenese. On the return trip 
he dined on board, a sumptuous banquet having been provided for 
him by the directors of the company, all of whom were in at- 
tendance, together with a selection of the first merchants of 
this city. In the evening he came to Hamburg, and honoured Mr. 
Senator Hayn with his presence at a soirée, where the elite 
of the Hamburg aristocracy were assembled, and where he witnessed 
the brilliant illumination of the city and a grand discharge of fire- 
works,—a species of optical enjoyment to which his Majesty is known 
to be very partial. About midnight he returned to Altona. 

Yesterday the King paid another visit to this city, first going to the 
Exchange, then to the harbour and new docks, and after inspecting 
the beautiful new church of St. Nicholas, drove out to the Zoological 
Gardens, with all of which he expressed himself highly pleased. He 
was everywhere received with the respect dueto his exalted position 
and the enthusiastic cheers that spontaneously burst forth from the 
assembled multitudes prove that the inhabitants have not forgotten 
the material assistance they received from Prussia after the great fire 
of 1842, by which a third part of this city was destroyed ; for besides 
the monificent sum of 50,000 Louis d’ors, the King sent a number of 
tents, blankets, a company of Pioneers to assist in extinguishing the 
fire, together with a large quantity of provisions, which were all most 
acceptable presents and gratefully received. Indeed, the ovation paid 
to the King on the present occasion is in striking contrast to his recep- 
tion at Altona from his own subjects; for if all accounts are true he 
was hissed there on his arrival on Saturday night, whilst empty streets 
and dark windows, with a total absence of flags and garlands, tell their 
own story sufficiently, and show that the Holsteiners are by no means 
pleased with their forced incorporation with Prussia. In the evening 
the King gave a dinner party at Altona, andgthen returned to Berlin 


by special train.

HOLLAND. 
* (FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, September 28. 

Shall we have peace or war? is still the universal inquiry of the day. 
The greater part of Kurope is engrossed by this speculation, but it 
seems that pacific ideas now predominate in France and Prussia. The 
warlike rumours have occasioned a stagnation in commercial transac- 
tions, the more so, because the German press continued to produce 
very hostile articles against Holland, on account of the negotiations 
respecting the revision of the Shipping treaty on the Rhine having 
been interrupted, without giving a definite result. The Wational, 
Opposition paper, did all it could by false rspresentations to strengthen 
the opposition against the Liberal Cabinet. Public opinion being 
much agitated, attention was fixed with more than usual earnestness 
upon the speech with which the Session of the States General was 
opened, and the impression wai most favourable, when H.M. the King, 
who arrived some days ago from his seat Het Loo, at the Hague, stated 
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that our relations with foreign countries were a3 favourable as could - _ 


be wished. This clause is undoubtedly the most important, or rather, 
the only one of importance, of the speech. For the remaindcr, there 
is mention made of several Bills which in the forthcoming Session will 
be laid before the Chamber, and of which the most important are those 
proposing the abolition of the tithes, and bringing forward the abro- 
gation of the stamp duty, which now pres so heavily upon the news- 
papers. Farther, it is stated that the harvest has been most abundant, 

ut the fishing had not given a favourable result, and lastly, it was 
confirmed that the rinderpest had disappeared. Our financial condi- 
tion is satisfactory, so that no extraordinary measures will be necessary 
to cover the expenditure. 

With regard to the solution of the India question, the speech does 
not contain asingle word. It is only stated that the condition of our 
extended transatlantic dominion cannot be described in so short a 
statement. An ample report, however, is promised. When the 
budgets for India (1869) are passed, it is probable that the Bills 
respecting the sugar cultivation and the waste grounds in India will be 
introduced. ‘ 

The rumours respecting the resignationof the Minister of the Colonial 
Department have totally ceased ; notwithstanding it seems quite cer- 
tain that the Cabinet has negotiated with Mr. Van Rees, as successor 
to Mr. de Waal, and it is said that this is the reason for so few atate- 
ments being made about India in the Royal speech. 

The tin traders complain that the official returns of the stock do not 
agree with the truth, so that a much greater quantity is in stock in 
Banca than was known here. Our traders having addressed themselves 
to the Ministers, the Staats Courant has given some explanations by 


which it was confirmed that, although there is more tin in stock than 


the returns showed, the Minister is of opinion that the result will not 
exercise a bad influence upon the market, because some time must 
elapse before this quantity can arrive here. I need not say that our 
merchants are of quite a contrary opinion. 

The military camp at Milligen has been broken up ; but our volan- 
teers are now assembled in the camp of Waalsdorp. 

Her Majesty the Queen has returned from Ems, and it is said that 
she will shortly pay a visit to England. 

T regret to state that the ex-Governor of the} Moluccas, M. de Serriére, 
died some days ago at the Hague, at the age of eighty-two years. 

A corps of 150 soldiers will leave during the month by the Gerard 
Pieter Servatius, to join the East India army. 

I hear from a source which admits of no doubt, that the Rot- 
terdam Bank has soffered some losses from certain operations in 
Europe, that will have a disadvantageous effect upon the next divi- 
dend. The solvency of the bank, however, is in no degree affected, 
and measures are already adopted which will prevent the recurrence 
of similar logaes. Rumours are afloat of an impending change in the 
personnel of the management, but they are not of a reliable nature.

The Zzaminer has an article on ‘‘ English Troops in the Tropics,” 
in which, after some comments on the absurdity of maintaining a force 
of 4,000 men, at a coat of £300,000 a-year in the ‘‘ bankruptand pes- 
tilential ” West India Islands, we find the following passages regarding 
our military establishments in the East :-- 

‘Hong Kong, the Mauritius, Ceylon, and the Straits Settlement, 
absorb nearly 8,000 European troops, and the two former places absorb 
them in a fatal sense, the details of which are too fresh within the re- 
collection of our readers to require recapitulation. The cost of the 
garrison of Hong Kong is quoted at £234,000, towards which the local 
community contributes £20,000 ; that of the Mauritius £132,700, the 
colony paying £45,000. Ceylon, however, pays about £14,000 more 
than the troops cost, and, as it would appear from the evidence taken 
before the Select Committee on the Colonial Garrisons last year, that 
it is rather for Imperial than local purposes that European troops are 
maintained in that Island, the equity of so heavily taxing these colo- 
nists is not apparent. The Straits Settlements contribute £59,000 
towards an expenditure of £132,000, and the total paid out of English 
pockets for garrisons in the tropics, exclusive of course of India, is 
£327,000 a-year; but this sum does not include the cost of transport 
from and to England, either for reliefs or invalids, and as the average 
price of a man’s passage is over £20, the public may form their own 
estimate of what it costs them to play at soldiers in our unhealthy colo- 
nies. It is a significant fact, that the cost of bringing a regiment 
home is very much less than of taking it out, although the freight for 
each individual is much higher in the latter case ; the cause of this 
saving will be found under the rank overgrowth which covers the 
shallow graves of thousands upon thousands of English soldiers who 

left their country never to return to it. 

«<The plain facts, supported by figures which we have presented to 
our readers, point the moral of our tale more strongly than any 
language which we could employ. It will be for the country to de- 
termine whether we should continue to expend the lives of English- 
men, and millions of money wrung from English industry, for a pur- 
pose a0 inadequate. We do not advocate weakening our military in- 
stitutions ; we would, on the contrary, have such a numbcr of troops 
as it may be considered necessary to maintain, as complete in all re- 
spects as they can possibly be made. But our colonial garrisons are a 
source of weakness rather than of strength, and in cutting them off we 
should effect a very large diminution of expenditure without the least 
detriment to the real efficiency of the army.” 
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(STANDARD. ) 

The Chinese Ambassadors have arrived. That event, which should 
have stirred the very depths of our British curiosity, has somehow or 
other failed to excite any particular enthusiasm. Whether it is that 
our diplomatic relations with the Celestial Empire have ceased to be of 
an interesting character—whether we have had a surfeit of sensations 
of this sort, or, from some cause less readily explicable, we do not 
appear to be greatly moved by the news of the Chinese Plenipoten- 
tiaries’ arrival. Mr. Burlinghame, with his polyglot train, have landed 
on our shores with scarcely more eclat than would be commanded by 
a new troupe of Japanese jugglers. There is an evident indifference 
to the new arrivals, hardly to be explained by the fact that they possess 
no accomplishments in legerdemain, that they pretend to no skill 
in butterflies, and would probably be beaten in top-spinning by the 
youngest member of the late Lyceum company. 

In truth, we must regard this embassy as one of a most enigmatical 
character. We know the Chinese to be great adepts in the art of polite 
mystification. We have had some experience of that peculiar mixture 
of naive childishness and profound craft which characterises their di- 
plomacv, and we confess to be fairly puzzled by this latest Chinese de- 
vice. What, in the name of the great archdragon, are these ambasss- 
dors? What do they represent, and what is their business here? 
Never was there so paradoxical an embassy in the annals of diplomacy. 
Tn the firat place, the plenipotentiary in chief is not a Chinaman, buat 
a full blood Yankee, who only the other day held a position precisely 
the inverse of his present one, being an ambassador to China from the 
United States, Of the personnel of the embassy, the first secretary is 
an Irishman, and the second a Frenchman. There is only one real 
Chinaman in the whole concern, or rather, to use the polite language 
of one of our Liberal contemporaries, only one “ whose illustrious line 
is free from every taint of barbariam.” The association of nationalities 
is so odd as almost to provoke a suspicion of the genuineness of the whole 
affair. 1f we did not know the Chinese to be incapable of this kind of ha- 
mour we might suppose that they had sent this collection of miacella- 
neous gentlemen by way of an elaborate burlesque of the forms of barba- 
rian diplomacy. Mr. Anson Burlinghame, Mr. John M‘Leavy Brown, 
and M. Deschamps, may be highly estimable and worthy gentlemen, in- 
spired by a genuine faith that they are representing the Empire of 
China, and possessed of a lively interest in its affairs; but they will 
pardon us if we are unable to refrain from viewing the comic side of 
their mission. They have done their best to accommodate themselves 
to the parts which they have to sustain. A Poe-Au-Chen Chin Chi- 
Choong-Jen-Facheu, Bo-Choon-Au, and De-Chan, may have a certain 
imposing effect which is undeniable ; and if we did not know that the 
illustrious Poe, &c., comes from Boston, that Bo, &c., hails from Bel- 
fast, and that De-Chan is simply pigeon-Chinese for Deschamps, we 
should be greatly struck at least by the nomenclature of the new 
ambassadors. 

As it is, we cannot help saying that we are not much impressed by 
the Chinese character of this very remarkable embassy. What is the 
nature of the process by which the Emperor of China approaches the 
Queen of England? A dexterous American politician comes over from 
the United States with an Irish Secretary and a French assistant, and 
claims our attention as an ambassador from China. Let it not be sup- 
posed that we intend, for a moment, to doubt the genuineness of Mr. 
Anson Burlinghame’s mission. But what has he come about, and why 
does China treat with us in this queer masquerading fashion? Indi- 
vidually—we learn from the Liberal journal which from the first has 
heen in an ecstacy at the arrival of these distinguished strangera— 
they ‘‘unite all the attractiveness of the show Chinaman to the 
dignity of the diplomatist.” This may be all very well; but ag 
Mr. Burlinghame could acarcely have come only to exhibit himself 
as an attractive Chinaman or a dignified diplomatiat, we are still 
forced to enquire what is the special object of his miasion. Was 
it only to deliver the compliments of the Emperor of China 
to the British people? The Chinese are too old in politeness to send 
a company of strangers on such a mission ; nor can Chih-U-Kang, 
the associate Minister—weighing, as we are told with impressive par- 
ticularity, only 130 lb., be accepted as giving a due Chinese flavour to 
the expedition. What important matter of international relation-hip 
can there be between China and England to’ justify such an embassy ? 
The present state of our relations with China are of the simplest 
character. The Chinese Government have made several treaties with 
us, none of which they have faithfully observed. We are their 
creditora in respect of numerous services performed by us in 
their behalf, and of solemn obligations by them systematically 
neglected. They have agreed to certain terms of amity and 
intercourse which they have deliberately violated. On our side we 
have carried forbearance and generosity to the utmost limits. We have 
refrained from pressing our treaty claims upon the Chinese Govern- 
ment out of a magnanimous solicitude for their weakness and their 
prejudices. We have allowed them to take us at every possible advan- 
tage—to exact from us the strictest obedience to the letter of our 
engagements, while they, on their part, have never attempted to carry 
out some of the most important clauses of the treaty, clauses tending 
to the extension of amicable relations between England and China, 
and to the cultivation of mutual good-will and of peace. 

There is only one intelligible object in any Chinese mission to 
England, and that is to explain and to excuse the non-fulfilment of the 
obligations entered into by China toward England. Is this what 
Mr. Burlinghame has come about? If so, he may calculate upon a 
fair and patient hearing, and upon all the honour due to such an am- 
bassador, We may have our own opinion as to the judgment of the 
Chinese in the matter of plenipotentiaries, but that is rather their 
concern than ours. All we have to take care of is that we are not 
being imposed upon by a very common and familiar trick of Chinese 
diplomacy—that we are dealing with real representatives of Chins, 
and not with any foreign mediators between us and the Chinese.

The proverbial affinity of extremes has rarely had so curious an 
illustration as the new relations that have been established between 
the young and progressive Republic of the West and the oldest and 
most conservative empire of the East. The enthusiasm with which 
Mr. Burlinghame and his deputation have been everywhere received 
in the United States, the welcome which has been given by the leaders 
of all parties, and the addresses and poems elicited from the most 
eminent American men of letters, are by no means due to so sudden a 
friendship as some of our contemporaries have assumed. Nearly a 
hundred years ago eminent Boston merchants were cultivating the 
good opinion of the Chinese, and the names Derby and Peabody be- 
came as well known in Canton asin New England. Frederick Town- 
send Ward, the late Chinese Admiral-General, was a Yankee boy, and 
he is not the only American who has done good service for that people. 


It is remarkable, tuo, that the American people in their dreams of 
national expansion should ever have seen their Hesperian gardens in 
the West. Not even after arriving at their farthest shore have they 
been induced to swerve to the north or south with any considerable 
longing. Instead of looking to Canada or to South America, they 
have still looked to the path of the sunset across the peaceful 
sea. Nor is it less remarkable that with the settlement of Cali- 
fornia there should have begun that Chinese emigration which had 
been previously unknown to modern history. It was reserved for 
‘Jonathan to be the prince to disenchant this Sleeping Beauty who 
for so many ages had remained stationary as if under a spell. This 
emigration to California began about twenty years ago, and in the 
year 1857 the world was somewhat startled at learning that there 
were seventy-five thousand Chinese in that State. In the various 
dealings of Russia, America, France, and England with China it did 
not escape the somewhat jealous notice of the other Powers that in the 
treaty made with the American Minister, Mr. Reed, China claimed the 
good offices of America in case of collision with other Powers. Since 
then the Chinese population of Americ: has more than quadrupled, as 
have also the means of communication between San Francisco and 
Canton. A number of Chinamen have also returned to thcir native 
land in good circumstances, and have so increased the intcrest of the 
Celestials in the Western World that a ‘‘ Life of Washinghton ” and 
“History of the United States,” both written by a Chinaman, have, 
within the last three years, made their appearance in the Chinese 
language. 

Naturally there has been a growing feelingin the United States that 
its representative in China should be selected with especial care; and 
whatever may be said of the late American but now Chinese Ambassa- 
dor, it is to be considered that his appointment by Mr. Lincoln was 
made in the belief that he was by education and ability fitted for an 
important post. Mr. Anson Burlinghame, who is not yet fifty years 
of age, and who looks much younger, has, however, had many and 
various experiences in hisown country. He was born in Central New 
York, but his youth was passed chiefly in the far West, whither he 
went with surveying parties, and where he was instrumental in making 
several treaties with some of the most uncivilised Indian tribes. He 
subsequently removed to Massachusetts, and graduated at Harvard 
University. He studied law in Boston, and sixteen years ago was 
elected to the senate of Massachusetts, whose constitution he assisted 
in revising. Since then he has been elected three times to the United 
States House of Representatives, where he was one of the most intelli- 
gent and active members of the Committee on Foreign Affairs. Seven 
years ago he was appointed by Mr. Lincoln Minister to Austria, and 
subsequently, probably in accordance with his own wish, to China. 

Without entering at present into the questions connected with Mr. 
Barlinghame’s mission, we submit that a gentleman with these ante- 
cedents is entitled to a courteous reception in this country. Nor can 
we aee anything in the speeches he has made in America to warrant 
the atmosphere of suspicion which some of our contemporaries have so 
sedulously prepared for him. His oratory, no doubt, savours occa- 
sionally of what is called “talk talk,” and some of his ideas may bea 
little crude ; but we have been unable to find in his utterances any 
indication of those profound Machiavellian designs which have been 
ascribed to him. Indeed, we should judge the Chinese Envoy by his 
speeches in America to be 8 somewhat romantic gentleman, more in- 
terested in theories about America and China than in the immediate 
advantages promised by his treaties. He is, we should say, an en- 
thusiast of the kind described by Lowell as having a head “ with one 
pole on Olympus and t’other on ‘Change ;’” who already sees the Pacific 
Ocean burthened with rich argosies, and American freedom and civili- 
sation dawning in the East to follow the course of the sun round 
the world. Nevertheless, we prefer to estimate the man, as 
well as his mission, after we have heard the statements which he 
has to make here. To put the matter on grounds lower than the love 
of justice and fair play, of which we sometimes boast, we cannot per- 
ceive what English interest in China it is proposed to subserve by 
snubbing in advance the most important deputation from China that 
has ever visited this country. If our interests in China are to be 
served by making ourselves offensive to those whom its emperor truste ; 
if our ingenuity is to be taxed in order to prevent that people ever for- 
getting the scenes at Hong Kong and Canton eleven years ago, with 
which we are unhappily associated, we can understand the sneering 
tone with which several of the most powerful journals in England have 
began their discussions of Mr. Burlinghame and hig mission. We may 
be very certain that the Emperor and people of China re the 
sending out of this commission as an epoch in the history of their 
country. Through the interpreters attending them, the members of 
it will preserve and report most carefully the reception they may have 
in each country ay visit. Whatever may be their propositions or 
the answer of our Government thereto, there is every reason why they 
should be received without suspicion, and entertained with cordiality. 
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THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN. 
The liquidators of this bank, in explanation of the necessity for 
a further call, issue the following report :— 


Referring to our circular of 21st January last, in which we intimated 
to you the necessity of another call being made towards the close of 
this year, we beg now to enclose a notice requesting payment of a call 
of £2 10s. per share on the 20th October. 


This call is required somewhat earlier than we anticipated, in 
consequence of the impossibility of collecting the assets so speedily 
as was before anticipated. 


In the statement submitted to you at the meeting held on 2nd 
August, 1867, we informed you that the then ascertained liabilities of 
the bank amounted to £572,127, exclusive of interest and liquidation 
expenses, but this was subsequently considerably increased in the 
following manner, viz. :—£8,337 7a. 4d. for cancellation of leases of 
bank premises in China and India; £4,287 10s. for compensation 
to officers under agreements for loss of their appointments; £7,521 
12s. 5d. for calls in various shares held by the bank or its nominees ; 
£14,807 11s. 5d. for interest to 30th June, 1868, to National Bank ; 
£4,500 paid for compromise of suit instituted by dissentient share- 
holders of Imperial Bank of China; total, £39,454 1s. 2d. 

The total ascertained liabilities of the bank to this date amount to 
£277,358 6a. 4d., and after a careful re-valuation of the remaining 
assets, we cannot estimate them to produce above £175,000. There 
will thus remain a deficiency of about £102,000, exclusive of interest 
and future liquidation expenses, to be provided by the shareholders. 

That the liquidation, thus far, has resulted so differently to what we 
had expected, has arisen entirely from the nature of the assets, which 
consisted almo:t wholly of claims on insolvent estates, and being 
therefore beyond our control, and acting on the information of others, 
we were only able to place a mere nominal value as to their probable 
outturn. For instance, the bank is a very large creditor of the Com- 
mercial Bank Corporation of India and the East, and we had every 
reason to suppose that the latter would be able to pay in full with in- 
terest, but from the complications which have recently arisen, and are 
now in litigation between that bank and the old Commercjal Bank of 
India, our prospects of ultimately realising this asset in full are con- 
siderably diminished. 

There is also a large debt due from the Eastern Financial Associa- 
tion of Bombay, amounting to upwards of £56,000, which has been the 
cauge of much litigation in the Supreme Court there. The liquidators 
of the Eastern Financial Association applied to the court, on behalf of 
the shareholders, to sanction a compromise of six annas in the rupee, 
or 7s. 6d. in the pound, entered into with some of the creditors, who 
were also shareholders, thus in effect attempting to force those who 
did not assent into an acceptance of the compromise, which was only 
intended to benefit the sharcholders. 


We opposed this compromise in the interest of our shareholders, 
believing the assets and liability of the members of the Association 
wonld produce much more, and under the advice of counsel an appeal 
from the decision of the Supreme Court in Bombay to the Privy 
Council is now pending. If we are successful in the appeal we hope to 
recover 8 considerable sum. 

We regret to inform you that since we last addressed you an action 
has been commenced in Bombay by the liquidators of the old Bank of 
Bombay, to recover from this bank the sum of £20,000, alleged to be 
due to them under a guarantee given by the late nanager there for 
£20,000, in the event of a native named Premchund Roychund not 
repaying a loan of £250,000 advanced to him by the Bank of Bombay. 
This man subsequently failed, and there is a large deficiency after 
realising the security deposited, the share of this bank being stated at 
the first-mentioned sum. Acting under advice obtained in Bombay, 
we are defending the action, and hope to be able to successfully resist 
the claim. 

We are sorry to say that several shareholders still delay payment of 
their calla, and there now remains a considerable amount due on that 
account, the collection of which is now being vigorously prosecuted by 
our solicitors, and a list of defaulters, with particulars of our proceed- 
ings against them, can be seen by any shareholder at the office. 

Since the liquidation commenced the liabilities have been reduced 
about £1,200,000. During the first eight months the affaira of the 
bank required and received almost daily attention from us, and we 
have applied £2,000 on account of our remuneration, which we believe 
to be very much less than haa been applied in similar circumstances 
in other companies.

TESTIMONIAL TO THE REV. J. SCARTH. 

The Gravesend Free Press gives an intereating§account of the pre- 
sentation of a testimonial to the Rev. John Scarth, who, before he took 
holy orders, was a merchant in China. Mr. Scarth has for some years 
been curate of Holy Trinity Church, Milton, and is now removing to 
Cranbourn, near Windsor. 

About fifty members of the congregation assembled for the purpose 
of presenting the testimonial, which was offered in recognition of the 
earnestness and zeal with which Mr. Scarth had ministered in the 
church and district parish during a period of three years, and of his un- 
tiring exertions in connection with St. Andrew's Waterside Miasion, 
amongst the waterside population, and on board of emigrant and other 
ships at this port, the whole of which services have been rendered 
gratuitously. 

The testimonial consisted of a handsome clock of the value of twenty 
guineas ; a carved oak desk for family prayer ; and a library of theo- 
logical works, value thirty guineas. These were accompanied by an 
illuminated testimonial on vellum, inscribed as follows :— 

“ Presented to the Rev. John Scarth, with a drawing-room clock, desk for family 
prayer, and a library of theological books on the occasion of his leaving for Cran- 
bourn, near Windsor, by the undermentioned members of the congregation of Holy 
Trinity, Milton-next-Gravesend, In testimony of their high appreciation of his 


valuable gratuitous labours in the parish, as curate, and on the River Thames in 
connection with Saint Andrew's Mission.” 


This was followed by a list of the subscribers. In addition to the 
testimonial above-mentioned, was a gift by the Rev. C. E. R. Robin- 
son, Vicar of Holy Trinity and Rural Dean, consiating of a valuable 
antique carved oak book-case (containing a centre and two wings), a 
quarto bible in morocco, and four photographic views—two represent- 
ing the church as viewed from the north and south sides respectively 
—the third being a view of the interior facing eastward—and the 
fourth an exterior view of the Waterside Mission Chapel. 

Mr. Edward Wates presented the testimonial on behalf of the com- 
mittee and subscribers, alao the other articles above named on behalf 
of the Rev. C. E. R. Robinson. Addressing the Rev. J. Scarth, he 
said :—“ It is my pleasant duty, sir, a3 chairman of the committee, to 
inform you that at a meeting of the male members of the congregation 
of Holy Trinity, held at the Old Falcon Hotel in the month of Jane 
last, it was determined to open a subscription list for the purpose of 
presenting you with some tribute of our respect and esteem. As soon 
as it became known that the parishioners were about to lose your valu- 
able miniatrations, a spontaneous and general desire arose amongst 
them to present to you some memorial of their lasting esteem and re- 
gard.

On 
behalf of the subscribers, sir, 1 beg your acceptance of the clock, the 
desk, and the books which are before you; and, in the name of Mr. 
Robinson, of the book-case, the bible, and the photographic views of 
the buildings in which you have so earnestly and zealously ministered.” 

The Rev. J. Scarth, who was unable to entirely conceal his emo- 
tion, said he must always feel great pleasure in meeting the good 
people of Gravesend. It had been his lot to pass some happy years 
amongst them, and he regretted that his immediate connection with 
them had terminated. With regard to the testimonial, it would perhaps 
be the list of names that he should value the most. They had been kind 
enough ‘to leave the selection to him, and he had chosen what would 
be best for himself and his family, and what would best accord with 
the wishes of Mrs. Scarth. He had great satisfaction in receiving the 
present. With respect to the prayer-desk, in selecting it he thought 
he should preach a sermon to them.’ If every house were furnished 
with a desk for family prayer which should be held sacred for that pur- 
pose, the regular practice of family devotion would be promoted. He 
thanked them very sincerely for the opportunity of getting books 
which he did not possess, and should not feel justified in purchasing.

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MR. STANSFELD ON NAVAL EXPENDITURE. 

In a speech at: Halifax, Mr. Stansfeld, taking the navy as an examnle, 
demonstrated the extravagant policy of the present Government. The 
Ministry owned an excess of expenditure approaching to £3,000,000, 
but justified it as necessary, and declared that the Liberals were es- 
topped from condemning it now as they allowed the estimates to pass 
without objection. What was the case in regard to the navy? If they 
compared the yeara 1865 and 1866, the two last years of the Liberal 
Government, they would find in 1865 the navy estimates amounted to 
£10,432,610; in 1866 they amounted to £10,392,224. Then came 
1867, the first year not only of Conservative administration, but of 
Conservative estimates and expenditure ; and they found those cati- 
mates sprang up to £10,021,523, which was an excess of more than 
£500,000. That was the year in which Sir John Pakington became 
Firat Lord of the Admiralty, and upon what did he elect to apend his 
half-million? In these days of rapid transition in naval architecture, 
when we were bound to think well of the newest diecoveries in science, 
and of what constituted real power, instead of show and sham, Sir 
John Pakington spent that half-million of money in the construction 
of wooden and unarmed vessels, corvettes, sloops, and no fewer than 
thirty-five wretched gunboats of 700 tons or less. to, as he said, pro- 
tect our trade in China and Japan. Then, as to the policy—what was 
it? To keep up foreign squadrons, which, however useful or necessary 
they might be within reasonable limits, formed in these days a very 
small part of our real power if we were put to the push and to the test of 
actual war. They on the Liberal benches took a novel and a very wise 
and successful course on this matter. ‘Those of them whom official 
experience ought to have given, and he trasted had given, somg 
apecial knowledge of the subject —Mr. Childers, Lord John Hay, and 
Mr. Shaw Lefevre—met and discussed the subject of the estimates, 
and the conclusion they came to was that mere nibbling of estimates 
was useless; mere criticiam, if not useless, was not sufficient for them ; 
they ought to be capable of something more. They propounded their 
counter policy and their counter programme. It was this: A large 
reduction of thos: foreign squadrons, consisting of ships which hardly 
constituted any portion of their real fighting power ; a consequent re- 
duction of the number of men; the devoting of their shipbuilding 
energies to the construction of the most powerful possible machines 
for offence or defence—types or units of production to be multiplied 
in future times in case of need—which science could devise and me- 
chanical skill could construct ; and, lastly, a reduction of the over- 
grown list of superior officera of the navy. The success of that move 
was proved by Mr. Corry's partial acquiesence in it. But in spite of 
that approach—he could call it no more—to a policy of economy, too 
much was still expended upon the construction of vessels.

Tae Sugz Canat.—The Suez Canal Company has issued a note on 
the state of the works on the 15th Angust last. It appeara that in the 
channel and basin of Port Said, in the four divisions into which the 
canal, properly so called, is divided (Port Said, El Guiser, Ismailia, 
and Suez), and in the canal and basin of Suez, the total quantity of 
earth to be extracted was 74,112,130 cubic metres, and that of it,on 
the 15th August, 47,228,155 were excavated, leaving 26,883.975 to be 
removed. Of the 47,223,155 cubic metres extracted, 2,114,450 were 
removed in the month from 15th July to the 15th August—a proof 
that the works now present facility and are carried on with energy. 
The number of dredging machines at work on the 15th August was 
fifty-eight, and that of the labourers employed 11,808. As to the 
jetties of Port Said, of which one is 2,500 the other 1,900 metres long 
—the former (the western) rising from a depth of eight metres forty 
centimetres, the other (the eastern) from one of five metres fifty cen- 
timetres—they will require 250,000 cubic metres of blocks; and of 
this total 227,302 were, on the 15th August, immerged, leaving only 
22,998 to be employed to complete and consolidate the constructions. 


Tue Stamese Twins.—The Paris /ilustration publishes a portrait 
(or portraits; of the Siamese twins who are about to entrust themeelves 
to the celebrated surgeon M. Nélaton with a view to being separated. 
The twins are simply and quietly dressed in costumes of identical 
pattern and colour—dark morning coat, dark trousers, plaid waist- 
coat. It appears from a memoir which accompanies the drawing that 
the two brothers, one of whom is named Chang, the other Eng, are 
fifty-four years old, and that they were only four when they were taken 
from their native land and brought to Europe, whence, after they had 
been exhibited for some years (with great advantage to themselves 
and others), they proceeded to the United States. Here, after a certain 
time, they bought land, made the acquaintance of ‘‘two charming 
sisters,’ who consented to marry them, settled on their estate, begot 
nine children each, and lived together in great happiness until the 
American civil war broke out. Then Chang declared himself a 
Unionist, Eng a Secessionist, and the quarrels between them became 
so violent that the twins were at one time on the point of fighting a 
duel. So, at least, says the author of the article in the Jilustration, 
who writes with the air of a man enjoying special sources of infor- 
mation. 


Tae Mort Cents Rattwar.—This line is now completely restored 
after the damages done by the floods, and is now open throughout from 
St. Michel to Susa. The French Victor Emmanuel line is not yet 
repaired sufficiently for trains to work over, between St. Jean de 
Manrienne and St. Michel, the commencement of the Mont Cenis 
line, thus necessitating carriage by diligence between those places ; 
there is, however, now only a delay of one hour in the journey from 
Paris to Tarin, the whole passage from Paris to Turin being now per- 
formed in about twenty-five hours. His Royal Highness Prince Arthur, 
in journeying from Italy to Switzerland, travelled over the Mont 
Cenis line on the 25th ult. He jleft Susa at 5. 45 a.M., and arrived at 


St. Michel at 11 a.u. He expressed himself as being much pleased 
with the line. 


M. de Montigny, one of the French Consuls-General (formerly Consul 
at Shanghai), has died suddenly in the country. His faneral, 
nnumerously attended, took place last week at the Madeleine.

The directors of the Oriental Bank Corporation, at the meeting 
on the 22nd proximo, will propose an interim dividend at the rate 
of 12 per cent. per annum for the half-year ended the 30th of 
June.

The directors of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China, have resolved to recommend at the ensuing meeting of 
shareholders an interim dividend for the past half-year, at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per annum, free of income-tax. 

At a meeting of several of the creditors of the Commercial Bank 

Corporation of India and the East, a preliminary statement was 
shewing the disastrous results which must ensue to the 
creditors, should no measures be adopted, to put an end to the 
resent proceedings in Chancery commenced by a few share- 
holders of the corporation against the Old Caimeoreial Bank of 
India with the view of upsetting the arrangement. by which the 
corporation took over the business, assets, and liabilities of the 
old bank as they stood on Ist January, 1865. After a short dis- 
cussion, it was resolved that a committe, consisting of Mr. Parry, 
of the Delhi and London Bank, Messre. Stewart and Tomlin, of 
the Bank of Hindustan, Mr. Gwyther, of the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia and China, and Mr. W. Graham, of Glasgow, be 
spp pointed to investigate and report to the creditors. It was fur

r resolved that the preliminary statement read, be printed, and 
sent to the creditors. 


The following letter. signed “A Creditor,” has sppeett Te- 
garding the tardy settlement of the affairs of the Commercial 
nk Corporation :— 
“Sir, —May I trespass upon your valuable space to inform my fellow-creditors that 
unless some united action he promptly taken we shall not receive any dividend for 
robably years to come? It cannot be generally known that the Master of the Rolls 
Tee ordered that no distribution of the asscts among the creditors be made until the 
relative position of the old and new banks has been ascertained and defined by the 
Court. ‘This, if at all possible, which 1s doubtful, must necessarily occupy a very 
long time, considering that four years have elapsed since the amalgamation of the 
two banks took place. There remains, therefore, little else for the creditors to do 
than to make the best compromise they can with the shareholders of the bank; and 
I would suggest that a committee of each interest be at once formed for this purpose. 
This would doubtleas result in an early and larger distribution than we can possibly 
expect if the estate be allowed to grow beautifully less, as it necessarily must do in 
the course of a few years of the present expensive litigation. ‘This bank failed be- 
fore the Agra, which has paid its debts and resumed business." 
The railway from New York to San Francisco is so far completed 
that the overland postal time between these places is now reduced 


to thirteen days. A mail is made up daily. 

At the half-yearly general meeting of shareholders of the Delhi 
and London Bank (Limited), held on the 28th ult., the report of 
the directors with the accounts was unanimously adopted, a divi- 
dend at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum having been previously 
declared. After an expression of confidence in the direction and 
management, the meeting terminated. 

The steamer Bangolore took yesterday £51,100 in gold for Bom- 
bay, £1,729 in gold for Madras, £12,300 in silver for Singapore, 
and £17, 218 in silver for Hong Kong, making a total of £82,347. 


The bar silver and Mexican dollars by the last West India 
steamer were sold, the former at 5s. Od. and the latter at 4s. 114d. 
per ounce, showing no change compared with recent quotations.
